OIL FIELDS A CENTER—The center of some of the heav iest de­ 
struction reported In Rumania were the rich oil fields and the 
adjoining cities where refineries were located.

rpH E first moisture of tn ex cessively dry fall in 
Neb raska fell 
late 
on 
the 
afternoon 
of 
Thanksgiving day in 1939. It was in the twilight 
of Dcremb eT 23, when the first snowflakes drifted 
down from the skies in this state a y ear ago. 
Here, unex pectedly , in early Novemb er of 1940, 
Neb raskans awoke to discover a full-grown, roar­ 
ing snowstorm on their hands, and with half of th# 
state previously soaked as a result of th« b est, 
slow, gradual rain that has wet millions of acres 
of fields in y ears. We are grateful for the mois­ 
ture. 
Out of a distaste for cold, made the more 
b iting b y wind, thousands of Neb ra.skans also will 
like to see in this sudden, unex pected fall storm 
a return to the old Neb raska which has a vivid 
place In the memory of thousands of people of 
more mature age. 
In the territorial y ears of the late 50s, particu­ 
larly in the winter of 1857, this 
unsettled, 
new 
country was jfripped in cold and deep snow from 
early Septemb er until late in the spring. 
There 
were gullies and ravines and cany ons levelled off 
and b uried under 30 and 40 feet of snow. 
Then 
again in the early y ears of statehood there were 
winters which started in Octob er with heavy snow­ 
storms, during which the ground never was in evi­ 
dence again until the warmth of a well-advanced 
spring had cleared it of its deep b lanket. 
For thousands the early morning hours of Mon­ 
day b rought vivid recollections 
of 
the 
struggle 
which goes on in the sandhills when high winds 
and snow lash furiously and cattle on the range 
drift with the storm. 
There is no sameness in Neb raska, and her peo­ 
ple should b e grateful for that. 
The ex tent to 
which human thought is influenced b y the’Sim­ 
plest facts of climate and geography can b e b rushed 
aside b y the skeptic. But the truth is that rivers, 
kikes, trees, prairii» , summer’s heat and winter’s 
cold all leave a mark upon human thought. 
And 
those people who stick around in Neb raska long 
enough are likely to set a little b it of every thing.

EVILLE CHAMBERLAIN was a magnificent 
failure in the fullest sense of those words. He 


way was just another of Mr. Sweet’s more ex citab le 
moments. 
To Willkie the thought of accepting a 
post under Roosevelt In the national defense pro­ 
gram would b e unthinkab le—which means it wasn’t 
a thought—it was something tL« e which Brother 
Sweet mistook for a thought.

rpHERE was an incident in Chattanooga last week 
deserving of wide atientlon.

Key Pittman 
T WAS a real loss the American people suffered 
in the death of Key Pittman following a heart 
attack. As chairman of the Foreign Relations com­ 
mittee of the United States senate Ihe responsib ility 
of that post throughout the last two y ears can b e 
understood. 
But b ey ond was Senator Pittman’s long ex peri­ 
ence which b rought him to that role.

He represented Nevada, the neighb oring state of 
Idaho, which for so many y ears kept the late Sena­ 
tor Borah at Washington to speak for it.

two of the less populous states of the union—Ne­ 
vada and Idaho—dominated the senate committee 
on toreign affairs for many y ears. 


m HEN, what shall b e said of Neville Chamb er- 
.. 
lain? 
He failed, and he failed at such a 
critical time that the fruits of hii failure were so 
costly . 
It was not solely the possib le destruction 
of the empire which his father helped so greatly 
to b uild b ut his failure strengthened dictatorship 
throughout the world and increased the menac« of 
the threat to free peoples and free nations. 
His 
Victorian conceptions of Europe and » of modern 
warfare left the British empire ex posed in ghastly 
fashion to men and nations y ears ahead of him. 
But in death the sweet hopes and the decent aims 
which 
Neville 
Chamb erlain emb odied 
b oth in 
speech and in statesmanship returned. The world 
longs for them, recognizes that without them it is 
condemned to misery and ruin, and in the strength 
of its own desire and hunger for peace it will un- 
denitand why Neville Chamb erlain’s dominating 
passion to avert war led him into the failure that 
1b charged against him.

-E WAS the last of the line 
of 
the family 
. name which for nearly three-quarters of a 
century figured so largely in the history of the 
British Empire. It was a Chamb erlain who b roke 
the sway of the House of Lords; a Chamb erlain 
who estab lished the foundations 
of the pub lic 
school sy stem in the British Isles; a Chamb erlain 
who awakened the social thought of the old British 
aristocracy to the crime of the British slums; and a 
Chamb erlain who left such an indelib le mark* up­ 
on social progress in Britain. 
The second son, who died with the fate of his 
nation undecided last Saturday , in domestic policy 
carried on all of the notab le contrib utions which 
his father inaugurated. 
And, as the winds and the fogs sweep across the 
British Isles in the y ears which lie ahead, they will 
lay tender hands upon the stone marking the grave 
of this man of peace. 


LIVES INTO SEVERAL AGES 
In spite of their popularity I 
have never felt that Shakespeare’s 
remarks on the seven ages of man 
was one of his happiest concep­ 
tions. Why a special age was set 
apart for the lover, and why Ihe 
age of the soldier follows that 1 
cannot see. 
And why does the 
career of a justice, with any show 
of versimilitude follow that of a 
soldier? No, it won’t do. Shake­ 
speare was confused that morning. 
If I were y ounger and had the 
mind, as Coleridge and Mr. Shaw 
have said* ab out Shakespeare, ^ 
could pen a b etter verse on the 
seven ages of wwnan. Her life falis 
more naturally into epochs, and 
there is no strain o n the imagina­ 
tion in placing her so.

Here is a wise rule for y ou to 
follow:—if y our dog is sick, handle 
him only with thick gloves. Keep 
him shut up and quiet. 
If he 
has rab ies, he will weaken and 
then die. But, as I told y ou, the 
chances are at least 2000 to I 
that he is not rab id. 
Do not pat or handle strange 
dogs. I.et them alone. And ab ove 
all don’t let y ourself b e panic- 
stricken b y mad dog scares.
